.ALDEN ANDERSON TELLS ABOUT 
APPOINTMENT OF COMMITTEE; 


Accused Senators Try to Impeach the 


Character of Witnesses For the Prose- 


cution—Story of How Committee 


Worked at Sacramento. 


SACRAMENTO, Feb. 7.—After the 


examination 
of the character wit- 


nesses had been completed last night 
the investigating committee 
created 


some surprise by calling in President 
o£ the Senate Anderson and Senators 
Coggins, Bauer and Rambo, the re- 
maining and untarnished members o£ 
the Committee on Commissions and 
Retrenchment. President Anderson de- 
nied that any of the accused Senators, 
except Wright, requested appointment 
on this committee, and said that no 
one had influenced him to appoint the 
committee. The three Senators named 
caused a sensation by testifying to the 
methods of French, Wright, Bunkers 
and Emmons in the committee. They 
said they were aware of a great deal 
that was .going on in that body and 
that they attended but lew meetings. 


The four accused men were always 


present when any of the other mem- 
bers were there. The solid four pre-. 
vented the doors being opened 
while 


the investigations were on, so it'was 
testified. Emmons had expressed him- 
self as desirous that the doors should 
be open whenever a crooked concern 
was being investigated. 
It was ob- 


vious, thought, that the character of 
the Institutions investigated could only 
be decided after the testimony 
had 


been taken. 


Attorney Cator. announced that he 


would put -the four accused Senators 
on the stand tonight, and hoped 
to 


close his case in about two .hours at 
that time. The committee expressed a 
desire to have William Corbin before 
it again tonight: 
' 


A remarkable state of affairs 
was.1 


presented. when the defense sought to 
discredit the testimony of Detectives 
Tichenor and Hartling, a few of the 
witnesses being actually forced into 
the confession that' they had been par- 
ties to a shooting scrape on section 26. 
near Bakersfield, and that Tichenor 
had traced them down and caused 
their arrest" for participating' in the 
crime. 
A large majority of the wit- 


nesses for the defense had nothing 
more to say against these men.

WELCH OX STAXD. 


.It was then announced that Senator 


H. J. Welch of San Francisco wished 
to make a statement. Senator Welch 
informed the committee that he desir- 
ed to call to its attention an untrue 
statement in a San Francisco paper, 
to the effect that he had baen seen 
with' Martin ICeliy and one. or two 'of 
the accused Senators on- K street a 
few minutes prior to the time it is al-' 
leger Emmons was -paid by Jordan. - 


He said he met Joseph S. Jordan 


and Senator Emmons on K street, near 
Tenth, and they hailed him and asked 
where he was going. He said he was 
going to dinner at a club of which he 
is a member, the club being located at 
1109 Eighth street. Jordan asked Sen- 
ator Emmons if he did not want to 
take a look through the club, and Em- 
mons 
assenting 
they walked up K 


street to Eighth, turned down and en- 
tered the club. Emmons and Jordan 
looked around a few minutes and then 
Welch escorted them to the door and 
they left, walking toward K street. 
Welch then enjoyed the supper 
and 


thought no more of the incident until 
It was testified by the detectives that 
after 
leaving 
the club Jordan and 


French 
walked to K street, turned 


down and when they had passed the 
corner about forty t'-jet they stopped 
and Jordan handed Emmons a roll lot; 
greenbacks. 


Senator Welch said he had no apol- 


ogy 
to make for his meeMng with 


these men, as it was oi.ly an incident 
that occurs numtorless ;!mes each day. 
in the life of every busy man.

He gave Hartling and George M. Tiche- 
nor bad'reputations for truth and vera- 
city. Ho said he had heard that Hartling 
had posed as a swamp land settler 
when, according to the witness, he was a 
"spy." Fogarty said he based his opinion 
on public sentiment. 
Another witness who gave Detective 
Hartling a bad reputation was Myron 
Holmes, who has been a resident of Bak- 
orsfield for the last .fourteen years. 
At- 
torney McNab brought out the fact that 
all Holmes had known of Hartling was 
based on the .Bakersfield 
swamp 
land 
cases. 
J. W. Jameson, a 
manufacturer of 
Tehachapi. sprang a sensation when he 
admitted .he had known Detective Tiohe- 
nor, but that the latter had found him 10 
b^ a man who had 'shot nt two men dur- 
ing" trouble over ah oil claim. 
S. J. Dunlap, -a railroad conductor of 
Bakorsfield, 
said Tlchenor's reputation 
was "very bad." 
The witness admitted" 
that ho had participated in the shooting 
during the oil land trouble. The isc't was 
brought forth that the shooting was 'clone 
in April, 1901. Dunlan had hffard that 
Tichenor had been a Pullman conductor 
and that he had been discharged by the 
railroad. • Dunlap admitted that he had.

Michael Davitt gives his American admirers a rude shock by the 


way he smoothes things down for the court circle in St. Petersburg. 
His letters from Russia do not carry the hot rrote of indignation that 
has become so familiar in his denunciation of British oppression in 
Ireland, India and elsewhere. 
His reports put a pleasant complex- 


ion on the policy and conduct of the despotic government of the 
Czar. Indirectly he conveys the impression that the Russian masses 
have little cause to complain of their government, but have been egged 
on by agitators and unprincipled malcontents to rise in mutiny against 
indulgent rulers who cherish only the most benevolent designs to- 
wards the people. Mr. Davitt finds the atmosphere of Russian pal- 
aces very soothing to his nerves if not flattering to his vanity, and 
his treatment by Russian officials of a most considerate sort. 
In 


view of the strain in which he writes about Russia, it is not surprising 
that he should be received with the deference due to a man of his 
parts and discernment. 


In Mr. Davitt's gentle phrasing 
there is not a throb of wrath 


_at the shooting down of thousands of poor people in the streets' of 
S't. Petersburg; no denunciation of the atrocities and oppressions 
practiced on the Poles, a conquered people like the Irish; no detes- 
tation of the attempt to destroy race identity and every vestige of civil 
liberty in Finland; no horror at the cruelties practiced on poor peas- 
ants by a brutal soldiery. The lashing with whips of students and 
workmen by half-savage Cossacks for the crime of assembling in the 
'streets fails to stir in him even mild reproof. 


Where is the voice that thundered against British tyranny from 


an Irish prison? Where the agitator that stirred the very bogs of 
Ireland to revolt against Saxon rule? Where the superb love of 
liberty that sent its fearless votary into felonious exile and returned 
him again to sit in the British Parliament. In the language of Sen- 
ator Taylor, of Alameda, "Oh, Consistency, where is thy jewelry?" 


The British never perpetrated an infamy in Ireland that has not 


less stringent, but the present abuses require some check, and checks 
will be provided nohvith standing the-objections o{ Mr, Kill and Mr, 
Stickney. They \vill hot be tempered either by personal'attacks on 
the President, Such utterances as those pronounced by Mr. SUckney, 
having an undisguised animus and an insulting suggestion, will only 
solidify public opinion in its endorsement of. the President's' policy. 


The Weather and Other Frenzies. 


"Frenzied weather" is now added to frenzied finance, frenzied 


politics, frenzied matrimony and frenzied literature. In fancy we can 
see the eye of the weather prophet in a fine frenzy rolling while the 
chill blizzard howls in the track of the hurricane that blew last sum- 
mer, and chills the marrow of the citizen who has crawled out of the 
cyclone cellar to get an armful of wood. The moral of this is, come 
to California, where we have neither cyclones nor blizzards and 
where the earthquakes do not shake one up as badly as does the ague 
in Illinois and Arkansas. Frenzied weather is good, but its prophet 


a frenzied liar.

Which all goes to prove 
that even California climate can't cut up any more queer antics than 
a Stockton editor.

here on the rim of the continent where Jack London can 
sell more 'books and get

any man who 


ever ran for office on a literary reputation. 
But say, wasn't it the

A Bill With a Bug in it. 


Assembly bill 369, introduced by Mr. Cleveland, aims to amend 


'the Penal Code in a way to drive proprietary medicines out of the 
State of California and to place onerous restrictions on the sale of 
simple compounds of a quasi-medicinal character in long and fadmliar 
use. Many of these proprietary preparations are Carried in general 
merchandise stores in rural localities to the saving and convenience 
of the public. 


If this bill should become a law people would be required to get 


'a physician's prescription for trifling ailments and have the same filled 
at a drug store employing a licensed pharmacist. The effect would 
be to drive many standard remedies of established merit out of the 
California field along with the nostrums of less value that appear from 
time to t;me only to be discarded after a brief trial. 


The policy of this bill is. questionable and its purpose unfair. 
It 


•will serve no good purpose, because its sweeping character will cause 
it to inflict injustice and hardship. Xo one will deny that legitimate 
business should be protected and the public health safeguarded, but 
in case the Cleveland bill becomes a law legitimate business will be 
•put under ban along with the illegitimate, and an additional incentive 
given to contraband trade and unprincipled practitioners. Neither the 
people nor honest drug dealers and upright physicians will be bene- 
.fited. 


If some of our able contemporaries who are so buey trying the 


Senatorial bribery case would content themselves with printing all 
the facts as they a,re brought out they would probably give their 
readers a clearer idea of what is going on and save themselves a 
deal of unnecessary worry.

.opposition to any form of rate regulation. 


President Stickney of the Chicago and Great Western has sound- 


«d the note of war against the President for accepting free transporta- 
tion from the railroads while on his Western tour. As the transporta- 
tion was tendered to the President and his suite voluntarily and with- 
out solicitation, and the facts given out publicly at the time, the be- 
lated criticism of Mr. Stickney is rather pointless.

fered him were most tempting, but he 
said that he had pretty near had his 
fill of baseball. 
Chesbro's reason for 


wanting to quit is because the playing 
season is too long. He says he was 
taking on a great deal of flesh each 
winter, and it required a lot of hard 
work, which, in reality, is training, to 
fit himself for the season's campaign.

Maybe he was. I never was taught to 
use It by anyone, and it came to me by 
chance. I soon learned that it was the 
most effective ball I pitched, and

• worked on this ball until

learned to master it pretty well.

find that the more speed;! use the more 
effective this ball is, and 1 hope to im- 
prove on it this year." 


Chesbro said he has a new 
ball 


with which to fool the hard-hitters of 
the American League and which will 
put the famous spit ball in the shade. 
"I have called this new ball the jump 
ball," he said, "because just before it 
reaches the batter it makes a sharp 
break and jumps or shoots 
upward. 


This Is opposite to the spit ball, which 
drops within two or three feet of the 
plate. I figure the new ball will be 
very deceptive and consequently hard 
to hit. Great speed and perfect com- 
mand are necessary for its successful 
use.

TERS. 


"I have not mastered It yet, but I 


expect to have it under complete-con- 
trol before the opening of the season, 
and unless I am mistaken it will fool 
the best of the hitters. With the spit 
ball dropping around their legs and

necks, I don't know where .some 
of 


them will get off. I have told many 
pitchers part of the secret of the spit 
ball, but the new-fangled 'jump' I will 
keep to myself.
